Ottawa, April 26: The Depart- 
ment of National Defence to-day 
announced 176 awards to members:

These awards are conferred on 
the Canadian soldiers by the 
French Government, in recognition 
of gallant and distinguished ser- 
vice in the cause of the Allies,

ald Mighton McPherson, who was 


awarded the Croix De Guerre 
Avec Etoile De Vermeil. 
Lieutenant (Acting Captain) 


Donald Mighton McPherson, Can- 
adian Armoured Corps, was born 
on November 27, 1915 in Regina, 
Sask., and was living in Winnipeg, 
Man., prior to entering the Cana- 
dian Army. His wife, Helen I. 
McPherson, lives at 142 Glenelg 
Street West, Lindsay, Ont. 

Captain McPherson's 
reads as follows: 

“On June 11, 1944 Captain D. 
M. McPherson was Troop Leader

of 2 Troop, A Squadron, 10 Cana- 
dinn Armoured Regiment. ‘The 
regiment had been ordered to clear 
the valley south to and including 
the village of Rots, 2 Troop being 
ordered into the the village itself. 

“The enemy defense consisted of 
infantry and tanks which resisted 
tenaciously any attempt made to 
dislodge them, Penetration was 
made into the town but the neces- 
sity of fighting in such close quar- 
ters was not without cost. Five 
of our tanks were hit and several 
personnel of the crews were 
wounded. In spite of being wound- 
ed himself, Captain McPherson 
remained with his men, rendered 
first ald, rallied the remaining 
tanks and organized them so skil- 
fully that the village was held un- 
til assistance arrived at first light 
the following morning. 


“The leadership and gallantry 
exhibited by Captain McPherson 
in the face of enemy fire, made 
possible the success of the opera- 
tion and enabled the holding of 


vital ground.” 


Milk Route Driver Has

White it occurred at approxim-

drove directly into its path. 


The milk wagon was completely 
wrecked, but Mr. Daynard fortun- 
ately escaped with bruises and 
shock. 


It is understood that Mr. Day- 
nard had just waited for an en- 
gine and tender to pass oyer the 
crossing going in the opposite dir- 
ection, but had failed to notice 
the approaching westbound train 
before starting on across the 
tracks.

Garments Has 
Two Purposes 


Toronto, April 30—The labelling 
of clothing and footwear is one of 
the most important steps taken by 
the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board to guard against degrada- 
tion of quality, The Inbelling of 
garments enables the Board's Stan- 
dards Administration to trace any 
complaint from the Weaver, tan- 
ner and manufacturer to the wear- 
er and thus check the flow of de- 
graded ‘merchandise to the retail 
market, % 


The'Board has extended its 
control measures as further pro- 
tection for the public by making 
compulsory labelling necessary on 
all types of men's, women’s and 
children's clothing. 

After 15 no retailer, wholesaler 
or manufacturer may sell any of 
this merchandise unless a label or 
tag is attached, showing the manu- 
facturer's WPTB license number, 
the line number and size. Thig 
does ‘not mean that well-known 
trade names will disappear from 
the retail |market.. If a manufac- 
turer wishes he may use his own 
trade mark instead of the WPTB 
license number. However, these 
trademarks must be registered with 
the Prices Board. If a retailer 
wishes to place his own trade- 
name on a@ garment he may do so, 
provided the manufacturer's license 
numbers appears on the label,

Paper On Halibucton 


Timber Industry Is_ 
Awarded W. A. Prize 


Will Our Timber Industry Sur- 
vive?” Is Subject of Prize 
Winning Paper Read At Hali- 
burton, and which Is Receiving 
Wide Comment. 

'The following interesting paper 
submitted by Miss Nila Morrison, 
in a contest sponsored by the 
Haliburton W.A. and dealing with 
the “Timber Industry” in the 
County of Haliburton, was award- 
ed a special prize by that group 
and has proven to be of widespread 
interest. The topic of the paper 
is “Will Our Timber Industry 
Survive?” and is passed along for 
Post readers’ perusal, 


“WILL OUR TIMBER INDUSTRY 
SURVIVE?” 

“Since the earliest days when 
this country's white settlers first 
traversed the forest trails and 
treacherous corduroy roads leading 
north the flate of Haliburton has 
been vitally Mnked with that of 
the timber industry. 

“In the beginning it was the 
lumbermen who opened the way 
for settlement and gave the world 
some-idea of the great possibilities 
which for centuries had laid latent 
beyond the Laurentian Hills. It 
was in the wake of the shanty 
gangs that towns sprang up and 
the railway was born. 

“During the old Tegime when 
the logs were driven down the 
rivers to the larger mills before 
modern trucking facilities were 
infroduced, the slogan was cut out 
‘and get out. Now as the frontiers 
diminish and civilization thrusts 
its tenacles farther northward, the 
lumbermen of this district are be- 
coming really timber conscfous. 
"They. realize that if Haliburton is 
to continue as a self-supporting 
county, some definite step towards 
timber conservation must be taken 
very. soon. 

Every year large tracts of valu- 
able woodlands are laid waste by 


perienced jobbers who, through 
lack of knowledge of the industry 
and. general mismanagement, are 
the agents of much unneccessary. 
destruction. If this situation con- 
tinues unchecked, finis will be 


written to Haliburton’s career as | 


s timber town. 

“Hence two definite steps must 
be taken for security. Some practi- 
cal form of fire protection, plus 
insurance that trees are being 
grown to replace the yearly cut. 
An obvious relation to both is a 
maximum salvage of waiste, that 
is to say our trees must be pro- 
tected, and each tree must be pro- 
tected to yield more products, so 


way. 

“Lumbering ‘has always been 
somewhat of a gamble; and no 
human agency can. entirely con- 
trol fire, Neveretheless, the public 
can be educated to its hazard. 

“The most dangerous period of 
all is between the time the snow 
disappears and the leayes come 
out. During the season the risk 
is manifold, Lumbermen are prac- 
tically at the mercy of any care- 
less person who drops smoldering 
cigarettes and matches or lights 
camp fires in the dry leaves. At 
this time slashes and follows are 
burnt and if not properly guarded 
they constitute a definite menace 
to all woodlots in the vicinity. 


“Generally all tree-tops, wind- 
falls, high cut stumps and trees 
damaged, consisting of millions of 


rot. These add to the ever grow- 
ing peril of forest fires. However, 
as the wheels of time turn, pro- 
jects for salvaging hither to use- 
less timber is increasing rapidly. 
The pulp industry is absorbing 
more and more soft. wood and the 
use of veneers is expanding. 

In the post-war world, plasters, 
resins and chemicals will open up 
a whole new field. Already due to 
wartime demands the U.S:A. has 
built and operates a plant for ‘the 
direct conversion of wood waste 
into: alcohol and other products. 
Daily thousands of feet of all types 
of wood products are shipped out 
of our country for manufacture 
elsewhere. If a factory mentioned 
above were to be erected in Hali- 
burton itself it would provide em- 
ployment in large numbers and 
eliminate transportation difficul~ 
ties. 


The state of the forests also’ 
effects the level of the lakes and 
in the waterway system, thus ac- 
counting directly for the quantity 
of fish and game which are so 
vitally connected to the ever-in- 
creasing importance of the county's 
tourist trade. 

"Tf this district is to be stripped 
of, its trees the land will be ab- 
solutely “useless for years to come. 
"Citizens of Haliburton, this 
must not happen and full. co-oper- 
ation must be given to reforestra- 
tion and fire control: The timber- 
lands which at this time~are also 
important to Canada’s war effort 
must be preseryed. In’ the past, 
citizens have responded nobly to all 
appeals connected with the better- 
ment of the ‘country and it isthe 
hope that.everyone will continue 
to do so in the shining future, to

New Quebec 
Luxury Tax 
Is Imposed 


Quebec City, April 27 (BUP) — 
A luxury tax of six per cent has 
been levied on a wide range of 
articles for sale in stores through- 
out the Province of Quebec. The 
new ‘tax goes into effect today 
(Friday), 

Although the) bill providing for 
the new tax is not yet passed in 
the Legislature, it has had its first 
reading. 

Officials explain that for rea- 
sons of expediency, the new mea- 
sure has to go into effect today, 
rather than later. 

At the end of the year the pre- 
sent sales tax will be abolished. 
Meanwhile where their is duplica- 
tion between the new luxury tax 
and the out-going sales tax, only 
one tax—the luxury one—will ap- 
ply. 

The new luxury tax covers many 
articles—from automobiles and ra- 
dios, to jewelry, toilet articles, 
telegrams, musical instruments, 
typewriters and other office ma- 
chines, artwork, sporting goods, 
ete, . 

Had the tax not been imposed 
immediately, without notice, there 
would have been a rush on these 
commodities. That is the explan-

Toronto, May 4 (BUP)—An offi- 
cial of the Department of National 
Health and Welfare charges there 
is gross Abuse {n the use of syn- 
thetic vitamins, 


This charge is Incorporated in a 
Paper by Doctor L. B. Pett, which 
appears in the current issue of the 
Canadian Medical Association 
Journal, 

And Doctor Pett says the abuse 
is by the manufacturers, the pub- 
lic and the medical profession, 

He says the only way to provide 
full vitamiin intake 1s by means of 
an adequate diet. And he says 
that in all cases vitamin concen- 
trates are used properly only as a 
supplement to efforts at establish= 
ing sound dietary habits and the 
intake of a varied diet. 


Says Pett: “Any use of vitamins 
without careful attention to the 
support of an adequate diet is an 
abuse, because no vitamin prepar~ 
ation can replace an adequate 
diet {n full restoration and ulti- 
mate maintenance of the patient 
in good health.

With the Canadians in Germany, 
May 1—The following story com- 
ing out of the battle for Leer, a 
town in the path of the Allled ad- 
vance toward Emden and Wilhelm- 
shaven, {s of particular local in- 
terest due to the fact that Capt. 
Jim Smith, son of Mrs, and the 
late Adam Smith, residents for 
several years at Oakwood, played 
a leading role in the siege and 
capture of Leer. 

The story begins with the Ger- 
mans’ counter-attack on the Allied 
troops thrusting out to capture the 
town. 

German marines yesterday morn- 
ing counter-attacked the Stormont, 
Dundas and Glengarry Highland- 
ers from Cornwall, Ont,, but were 
beaten back with the loss of sev- 
éral killed and wounded and 35 
prisoners. 

Capture of the town, severely 
damaged by shells and bombs, was 
not an easy operation, for the 
Glens, the Highland Light Infant- 
ry of Canada, from Galt and Kit- 
chener, Ont., and the North Nova 
Scotia Highlanders from Amherst 
and Truro (3rd Division regiments 


as of February) had to make the 
assault river crossing against well- 
manned dike defences. 
Few Casualties 

Artillery bombardment and the 
smoke screen under which the Can- 
adians crossed, however, helped 
reduce casualties but couldn't 
nullify completely German opposi- 
tion. 

The Glens, who crossed the Ems 
due west of Leer, had their exposed 
left flank under fire from ma- 
chine-gun positions along a dike. 
Some boats sank, including that 
carrying the headquarters of A 
company commanded by Maj. J. 
A. Forman, Kingston, Ont, Major 
Forman, was unharmed, but was 
unable to rejoin his company until 
some time later and Capt. Don 
Stewart of Cornwall took com- 
mand. Although wireless sets, maps 
and other equipment were lost, 
Capt. Stewart’s men were the first 
into Leer and captured about 80 
prisoners. 

Capt. Jim Smith of Peterboro, 
Ont., was another acting company 
commander who did a good job in 
the pinch. The regular command- 
er received a leg wound in the 
crossing and Capt. Smith led the 
men in the dike assault. His com- 
pany beat off a counter-attack 
yesterday.

Commenting on the formation 

of a new separate department of 

the Ontario Government .to pro- 
perly cope wit the Province'’s pre- 
sent and potential tourist indus- 
try, the Hon, L. M. Frost, Provin- 
cial Treasurer, said Saturday that 
this was a very inyportant depart- 
ure in view of the fact that the 

Tourist Trade is one of the ,great= 

est businesses in the Province ‘to- 

day. 

“Tt is an industry which will 
soon equal mining with its pro- 
duction of a quarter +of-a billion 
dollars in new wealth every year,” 
he countinued. 

“Tt has grown up in the course 
of years in a very haphazard way 
and in spite of this fact, in normal 
times the business Is worth about 
$100,000,00 in American exchange.

CONTROL METHODS ; 
PERENNIAL WEEDS F S ne 


Perennial weeds, those that propagate and spread — 
by both seed and root, or underground stem—after orice 
becoming established are difficult to eradicate, says H. 
E. Wood a member of the National Weed Committee. 
Perennial weeds, from the standpoint of control, are 
divided into two groups: One is termed ‘deep-rooted 
and persistent”. Belonging to this group are Leafy 
Spurge, Field’ Bindweed, Hoary Cress, Russian Knap- 
weed, Bladder Campion, and Poverty Weed. In Western 
Canada, in certain districts, one or more of these weeds 
have become serious problems. These weeds cannot be 
controlld by even very good farming operations. Con-_ 
trol, and often eradication, can be obtained by following 
special methods. Y 


__ The cheapest and most effective method of eradica- 
ting any one of the deep-rooted persistent perennial 
weeds in small and scattered patches is by the applica- 
tion of chemical. Soditim chlorate or Atlacide, the trade’ 
name, has been in use for many years and is regarded 
as the most effective of the several chemicals-in use. 
PROPER WAY TO CUT : 

POTATOES FOR SEED Fysis | 

__ What is the best way to.cut potatoes when it comes 
time to plant them? They should not be cut into too 
many pieces, nor planted in too large chunks. 

The proper way to cut potatoes for seed is to divide 
them into blocky seed pieces weighing from an ounce 
and a half to two ounces each and with each piece con- 
taining two eyes. The tuber’s seed end, which contains , 
the most eyes, should be split. 

The number of seed pieces which should be cut 
from any potato depends on its variety and on :its size. | 
For example, a six to eight ounce tuber should make 
four seed pieces. A five ounce tuber can be cut into 
three pieces—two from the seed end and the other, the 
stem end of the tuber.

EDITORIAL 


DOENITZ —UNKNOWN QUANTITY . 

_London commentators stress the following obser- 
yations by’“‘The Times’ diplomatic correspondent and 
Reuter regarding the position of Germany and its ex- 
leader, Admiral Doenitz. “The exact standing of Grand 
Admiral Doenitz is engaging attention. He was the 
author of the orders to German submarines to disregard 
the laws of war, and if he is not already on the list of 
war criminals, there is a feeling that his activities fully 
warrant his being put there. 

Two features of his broadcast of May 8th call for 
comment, Doenitz referred to the Reich Government 
which he had formed. This government exists in theory 
only, as is indicated by the action which Sweden, Spain 
and Switzerland have faxen. In fact, the position is 
that with the formal ‘‘cease fire’ on all fronts, the 
Third Reich ceases its legal existence, and its govern- 
ment ceases to function. Germany and her Goyernment 
have become subjugated, a conquered and occupied 
country without further independent existence. Her 
Government, her military leaders, and all her armed 
forces still at liberty are then legally in the same cate- 
gory as prisoners of war. All German property and all 
her possessions and credits in foreign countries are auto- 
matically transferred to the account of the Central 
Allied Control Commission, which will begin to function 
immediately. There will, therefore, be no armistice as in 
1918 with stipulated terms of what the Germans have 
to hand over. As from midnight, May 8th, the whole 
of German manpower and all German military and pri- 
vate property are at the disposal of the Allies. 

“The other point in Doenitz’s broadcast is his claim 
that the unity of State and party no longer exists, and 
that the Party “has disappeared from the scene of its 
former activity.” Much more than his word will be 
required before the Allied leaders are satisfied that the 
vast and closely knitted organization, which Hitler and 
his colleagues built up during a whole generation, has 

in fact been dissolved.”

Mr. and Mrs. P. S, Nugent, 77 
Glenelg St. W., town, have been 
in direct communication with their 
son, WO. John A. Nugent, since 
his liberation from a German 
Prisoner of War Camp, early in 
May, by advancing Allied troops. 

The first intimation Mr. and 
Mrs. Nugent received that he had 
been liberated came in the form of 
a cable sent by him from England 
upon his arrival from the contin- 
ent. 

WO. Nugent enlisted in Decem- 
ber 1940, and went overseas in 
September of the following year. 
He was first reported missing after 
a raid on Essen early in June, 
1942, 

His message stated that he was 
safe and well and that he would 
write presently. 

A brother, Lt, W. F. Nugent, was 
taken prisoner by the Japanese 
after the fall of Kong Kong and 
is still in their hands. Previous 
to the fall of the British settlement 
Lt. Nugent served with the Winni- 
peg Grenadiers. 

His release would make the relief 
from worry and anxiety complete 
and itis to be hoped this will come 
soon.

JOB PERMIT SYSTEM RELAXED 

Ottawa—Relaxation of the Selective Service job 
permit system affecting women workers was announced 
here today by Labour Minister Humphrey Mitchell. 

Under Selective Service regulations both men and 
women required permission of Selective Service before 
approaching employers about jobs. Employers were re- 
quired to have Selectiye Service permission before dis- 
cussing an engagement with applicants. Under the 
change for women the present permit system will be 
converted into a plan which will require that separa- 
tions of women from payrolls must be reported by em- 
ployers and women and that when a new position is 
lorated and a new engagement made this shall also be 
reported to Selective Service.

Brussels—The Allied military mission said today 
more than 6,000 Belgians were killed and 21,000 were 
injured in six months of German V bomb and rocket 
attacks. More than half of all the houses in Antwerp 
and Liege were destroyed in that period. 

Rome—Premier Iyanoe’ Bonomi told’ the Cabinet: 
today that the Allies were willing to put at the disposal 
of the Italian Government 200,000 German war prison- 
ers to repair war damage in this country. 


London—War Secretary Sir James Grigg told the 
Commons today that the Anglo-American Armies had 
captured more than 4,000,000 German prisoners since 
the battle of El Alamein. They destroyed about 100 Ger- 
man divisions from November 1942 to April 1945 Grigg 
said.

VALUE OF MILK IN 
POULTRY FEEDING 

The feeding of either skim milk or buttermilk is 
not always appreciated for all it is worth in relation to 
poultry feeding states B. F. Cheney, Head Poultryman, 
Dominion Experimental Station, Kentville, N.S. The 
farmer who has surplus milk available should consider 
its possibilities in cutting down his feed costs and the 
maintaining of a healthier, more productive flock. 
Milk used in poultry feeding will improve the quality of 
the product. . a 

_ Most hatcherymen consider their birds are not re- 
ceiving a satisfactory ration unless the mash feed con- 
tains milk powder or milk is ‘available for the. birds to 
drink. , : K 3g 

In the brooding stage milk, usually sour, can .be 
given in crockery-ware or glass utensils, or as the chicks 
get older they may be given a moist mash spread over 
the dry mash once daily, feeding only what the chicks 
will clean up readily. If it is desirable to market young 
cockerels, a fattening mash may be mixed with milk 
and fed in this manner along with the regular feeding 
program, thus assuring a better conditioned bird. 

On range, milk may be given but care should be 
taken that the protein content of the growing mash is 
reduced so that the birds will not be forced into too 
early production due te an over supply of protein in the 
feeding program. ‘ 

There is no better way of balancing the feeding 
program of the laying pen than by supplying one or two 
gallons of milk daily per 100 birds, in addition to their 
regular laying mash. i 

In the preparation of birds for market milk is a 
valuable aid in getting the birds into the best possible 
condition so that they will dress out in the top grades. 
The fattening mash should be moistened with milk to 
a sloppy condition that will pour. Feed this mixture to 
the birds twice daily, giving them all they will clean up. 
Feed the birds well, but always have them looking for 
more. 


IMPORTANCE OF ANNUALS 
FOR PASTURE 

Greater attention to perennial pasture during re- 
cent years has undoubtedly increased the total amount 
of feed produced, but the production of evenly distribu- 
ted pasture throughout the season has. not been achiev- 
ed. A flush of feed is still followed by a pronounced 
shortage a few months later, consequently, pastures 
must be supplemented by an annual crop to maintain 
the supply of feed throughout the growing season in 
sufficient abundance for the needs of the stock carried, 
says B. J. Finn, Division of Forage Plants, Central Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa. 

The choice of an annual crop will depend upon its 
suitability to the district, its cost of production and the 
particular season of year when grazing will be needed. 
Some of the crops which have been tested as supple- 
mentary pastures are fall rye, oats alone or in combin- 
ations with Sudan grass and millets. Soybeans, sorg- 
hums, rape, kale and corn have also been tested. 


Fall rye seeded as early as August 1, will provide late 


fall pasture. If seeded later than September 1, it will 
not provide pasture until the following spring. It should 
be seeded at 14% to 2 bushels per acre on well prepared 
land.in fair state of f¢rtility. 

The use of oats as an annual pasture is becoming 
popular. Varieties such as Roxton and Beaver, which 
are resistant to both stem and leaf rust, will give excel- 
lent grazing if seeded about the middle of May at 2% 
fo 3 bushels per acre. The date of seeding may be 
varied, depending on the time the pasture is required. 
Oats may be grazed four or five weeks after seeding or 
when the crop is not more than one foot in height. 

Sudan grass alone, seeded at 25 to 30 pounds per 
acre will produce very good pasture in about six weeks. 
Sudan grass will grow on any type of soil adapted for 
2orm and should not be seeded before May 30 as it will 
not thrive on cold soil. 

A mixture of two bushels of oats and Sudan grass 
at 20 pounds per acre supplies considerably more pas- 
ture than oats or Sudan grass alone. The oats will fur- 
nish early pasture while the Sudan grass makes its best 
growth when the soil gets warm and usually after the 
oats have been grazed off. This mixture should be seed- 
ed about June 1. 

Millet as an emergency crops may be seeded late— 
even as late as July 15—provided moisture conditions 
are favourable. It is not as well adapted as oats to cool 
seasons, but under such conditions it does better than 
Sudan grass, The rate of seeding is 20 to 30 pounds per 
acre and it may be pastured when it is ten inches to one 
foot in height. 


BELSEN CONCENTRATION CAMP 

Attention is drawn in London. to’ the following ac- 
count by a British Infantry officer on relief work, of 
the British troops at the Concentration Camp at Belsen, 
“I was proud to see how all the British fighting units 
on that front sector have loaned men, lorries, doctors, 
water carts and ambulances. How they have set about 
working from morning till night, carrying food to the 
typhus infested huts, dishing out water, driving load 
after load of sick away in ambulances, always cheerful 
and smiling. They do not feel like smiling; the British 
soldier is not emotional, but they are overwhelmed by 
the horror they have seen and an intense urge to do 
more to save what is left in Belsen, and hatred and more 
hatred for the Germans who perpetrated these crimes. 
The inmates of the concentration camp told me how 
grateful they are for the cheerful presence of the Eng- 
lish soldiers, the first completely normal people they 
have met for many years. 

The officers and men from British units stream, 
into the camp, not as sordid sightseers, but because 
they feel they must see all they haye read about, and 
while they are there, they are only too grateful to help. 
I met three R.AF. pilots spending at Belsen their first 
forty-eight hours leave for months. They told me 
they thought it a better way of steeling themselves for 
the last battle than doing all the usual things In Brus- 
sels. One of them, a mere boy with the D.F.C., was so 
appalled when he saw the mass graves that he had to 
vomit and collapsed. 

Much of the first aid at Belsen is improvised and 
spontaneous. Officers and men are determined to do all 
they can until large scale relief organizations are ready 
to cope with all the thousands who still have to be sav- 
ed from typhus and the results of years of starvation. 
In the words of the British Camp Adjutant: Officers and 
men are working side by side, no orders are needed 
tere.”

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PAUL REYNAUD CHARGES 


PETAIN SOLD 


By DUDLEY ANN HARMON 

Paris, May 10(BUP)—Paul Rey- 
naud, France's last pre-Vichy pre- 
mier, today blamed the fall of 
France and his own resignation as 
premier in 1940 on Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain. Reynaud said his 
capture and 414-years imprisonment 
by the Nazis resulted from a “plot 
by Petain.” 


“The man most responsible for the 

fall of France is Petain,” he said. “I 
will testify to this, aluhough I am 
unwilling to reveal the details of 
the plot until then, 

“I think the Petain trial will be 
@ good thing for France, contrary to 
the opinion of many people,” he 
added. “By exposing Petain we will 
clear up for all the ‘Petain abscess’ 
in France.”” 

The graying ex-premier revealed 
that be was imprisoned on order of 
the Vichy authorities in June, 1940, 
through a secret writ because every 
magistrate approached by the 
Vichy agents refused to sign a war- 
rant for his arrest, 

Reynaud said he was deeply 
touched by the welcome given him 
at the Paris airport yesterday by 
his political followers. But he in- 
sisted he would not return to 
politics until he has completed a 
book in which he will review the 
causes of France's downfall and 
outline a plan of national reform. 

“Among the reforms needed,” he 
sald, ‘is a new education teaching 
the French fortitude and stoicism. 
' “We were spoiled before the war 
and did not realize the need for 
strength. The League of Nations 
failed because it did not have 
gendarmes. The new society of 
nations outlined at Dumbarton 
Oaks must have a strong interna- 
tional army.’ 

Reynaud said he had no fear of 
German torture during his im- 
prisonment because he was pre- 
pared to cut his throat if the Nazis 
tried to use) him against the in- 
terests of France.

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Mysterious Fires Continue, 
Fourth Barn Is Destroyed 


‘The fourth in a series of mysteri- 
ous barn fires ocourred on Satur- 
day morming when a barn owned 
‘by Frank Lynch, R.R_ No. 8, Peter- 
boro, suddenly went up in flames 
and within an hour was nothing but 
@ smouldering heap of ashes on top 
of the cement foundation, 

As in the case with the other 
three barn fires which have occur- 
red in the past five weeks in this 
district the origin of this fire Is un- 
explained. The fire started at ap- 
proximately the same time in the 
mamning as the one which razed the 
barn owned by William Fowler,Con. 
cession 3, Smith, to the ground last 
Sunday, 

Charles Webster, a neighbor who 
Uves across the road from Mr. 
Lynch, was preparing to leave for 
town at 11:20 am. when he notised 
the column of black smoke billow- 
ing from Mr, Lynch's barn, which 
stood on a hill nearby. His daugh- 
ter, Fern, rushed to the neighbor- 
ing farm to warm Mr, Lynch be- 
cause this barn was not on his own 
farm but ona adjoining one. By 
the time Mr, Webster arrived upon 
the scene of the fire, a matter of 
only three or four minutes, the 


‘barn was enveloped {n flames, 

Nelghbars assisted in throwing 
pails of water on a hog pen and 
small drive shed which stood be- 
tween the barn and a nearby house 
and a sudden shift in the wind, 
which veered almost 180 degrees in 
a few minutes, helped to save these 
buildings. The occupants of tho 
house had not seen the fire start 
because there were no windows on 
the side which faced the barn, 

Sixty sheep which, only two weeks 
ago had been kept in the barn by 
Mr, Lynch, were outside grazing and 
were unharmed. Lossos included o 
mow full of hay, some straw sévéral 
bushels of grain, a new pair of 
slelghs and some other farm equip- 
ment, 

The origin of the fire is a baffl- 
ing mystery although it is known 
that it started in the corner of the 
barn farthest from the nearby house. 
The weather conditions were cer- 
tainly not ideal for a fire since ot 
was raining Saturday and for a 
good part of the past week. The 
barn was not wired and Mr. Lyzich 
who js the only one that visits the 
building, never uses a lantern; and 
does not carry matches.

John Bracken, the son of a farmer Ephraim Bracken 
and his wife, Alberta, was born in a log cabin in 
Ellisville, Leeds County, Ontario, on the 22nd of 
June, 1888, 


Here, briefly chronicled, are the main events in the 
life of John Bracken:

He took the first train to 
Guelph, Ontario, married Alice Wylie Bruce. 
Four sons were born—three of whom are 
now on Active Service with the Navy, Army 
and Air Force. 


Already the author of two books on agri- 
culture, John Bracken became President of 
the Manitoba Agricultural College. 


John Bracken accepted the leadership of the 
Progressive Farmer Government, was sworn 
in as Prime Minister of Manitoba.

The German Underground 


© Kassel, Germany, May 9 (BUP) 
| —A British United Press War Cor- 
respondent today discovered the 
_ German underground—such as it 
Was. 


‘Two 17-year-old German boys 
told the correspondent about it— 
about the loosely-knit network of 
kids their own age which they 
called the “Edelweiss Pirates’, 

By night they gathered in the 
local bars, singing their songs 
which were a mixture of boogie- 
woogie and German folk-tunes. 
By day, whenever and wherever 
they could, they committed minor 
acts of sabotage against the Nazis. 

‘The “Edelweiss Pirates” are the 
only organized resistance group 
the Allies have found so far in 
Germany. Their only identifica- 
tion is a 5-and-10 cent store silver 
flower pin with 12 petals which 
they wore under the left lapel. 


The Edelweiss organization ap- 
parently is a gang without lead- 
ers. But they banded together to 
do whatever they could to harass 
the Nazis. Including beating up 
party members. 

They were not pro-Allied, Just 
strongly anti-Nazi. 

“we hated the Nazis,” one of 
them said. “We hated the Hitler 
jugend. When they started parad- 
ing around giving orders and beat- 
ing up people we wanted to show 
them we were not taking their 
orders. 

“The Nazis made us work 10 to 
42 hours daily. Then after that 
were supposed to work for the 
party with the jugend. We didn't 
even have time to sleep.” 

The “Edelweiss Pirates” had no 
Jeader here since the summer of 
1943 when the boy who led them 
then was taken away by the Ges- 
tapo and reportedly shot. ‘They 
had practically no contact with 
groups in other cities. 

But an organization of some 
kind with the same vague aim of 
heckling and hindering the Nazis 
has been found in nearly every 
city overrun by the Americans 
from Cologne on. 


N. Y. Times 
Irate Over 
News ‘Beat’ 


New’ York, May 10: (BUP)—The 
New York Times says editorially 
that the premature release of the 
German surrender story by the 
Associated Press has done grave 
disservice to the newspaper pro- 
fession. 

In its Thursday morning edition, 
the Times says A-P correspondent 
Edward Kennedy, and we quote, 
“Took advantage of his associates 
and gravely misserved his employ- 
ers.” 

The newspaper goes on to say: 
“we hold Mr. Kennedy's explan- 
ation, as thus far given, entirely 
inadequate. If he had come to\ the 
conclusion that military security 
was not involved—contrary to Gen- 
eral Eisenhower's conclusions — 
then he should have advised au- 
thorities of his decision.”

From Sazzitter comes an engag- 
Ing story of sixteen British pris- 
oners of war. When the American 
troops entered the town they found 


German P.O.W.’s Uned up ready 
for the prisoner pens. 

One of the British soldiers step- 
ped forward smartly and handed 
the whole town over to the officer 


of the American troops. Every- 
thing was delivered in perfect 
order. Besides the German pris- 


oners the three thousand civilians 
were quietly in their homes and 
some 25,000 foreign workers in 
their own camp outside the town. 

These sixteen British soldiers— 
all privates—had been running the 
town for a week. One of them had 
been mayor and the rest council- 
lors. What had happened was' 
that, as the Americans approached 
this town where the Tommies. were 
prisoners of war, the Nazi leaders 
had fled and the guard had re- 
leased the British privates. They 
then proceeded to tell the German 
civilians and soldiers in the town 
that they had better surrender and 
do as they were told, “Otherwise 
the Yanks will blow you and your 
town to bits.” They told the civi- 
Mans to stay indoors and persuaded 
the foreign workers to keep to their 
camp, away from roads where 
they might get in the way of the 
American advance. They also 
commandeered all the food sup- 
plies and rationed them. 

‘The American officer asked them 
to stay on and continue to run 
things for them. “The British pri- 
vates have everything organized in 
the highest degree of law and 
order, reported the officer to Gen- 
eral Simpson.

“A well-known Lindsay airman, 
LAC Lloyd Atchinson, figured in 
the daring rescue of seven Cana- 
dian airmen who were stranded 
Yor 13 days in the Labrador wilds 
when their Canso flying boat 
crashed 150 miles from Goose Bay, 
famous R.C.A.F. Labrador base. 

The tiny, collapsible helicopter 
made seven landing, one for each 
man, to effect the rescue, which 
could not be made by ordinary air- 
craft, the U.S. Coast Guard sald 
Thursday. Two R.C.AF. rescue 
planes and their crews were strand- 
ed for a week after they landed, 


they needed, including a message 
that a helicopter was on the way. 
“All we hud to do was ask for 
something and we got It,” P.O. 
Robert Sugden, 22, of Oshawa, 
wrote home later. 

Not a man was injured when 
the Canso pancaked into the 
branches of a spruce tree, but 
while the crew was taking out 
emergency supplies {t exploded, 
seriously injuring Lahey and Bag- 
gett. The others built a lean-to of 
boughs and parachute cloth to 
provide shelter for them. They de- 
cided to ration their meagre food

CENTRATION CAMPS, 


BELSEN — AN INDICTMENT OF 
THE GERMAN PEOPLE 
by James Lansdale Hodson, well 
known British novelist and war 
correspondent. Author of “Grey 
Dawn—Red Night”, “Harvest in 
the North”, and other works. 
(By cable), Germany, 29th April, 
1945, Delayed) — You approach 
Belsen Camp through heavily tim- 
bered country. Pine woods stretch- 
ing for miles give the area & 
sombre look. Suddenly you see a 
Notice Board on a tree trunk, 
“Danger — Typhus”, with white 
flags hanging alongside. The camp 
entrance-was busy as a barracks 
gate can be, with British sentries 
and-military police cars driving up 
—Nothing much at first to sug- 
gest horror. You are dusted with 
D.D.T. powder—squirted from an 
enormus syringe down your shirt, 
trousers, back, and over your hair. 
We took our turn in a group of 
soldiers who were joking and pul- 
ling’ faces over It. 


The first officer wa talked to 
was a tall, burly infantryman soli- 
citer, who is carrying out the in- 
vestigation: He said he thought 
he -had proot- of about sixteen- 
thousand. murders against Joseph 
Kramer, the prison commandant 
mow in custody elsewhere).

EDITORIAL | 


With the first vegetables beginning to peep thr : 
the ground in our Victory Gardens mane ae tea 
with the eternal nightmare of how to keep the bugs 
from eating them up. 

The most effective way yet discovered is to dust 
or spray the young plants and the following sugges- 
tions on this procedure may be of interest to local gar- 
deners. 

HOW TO DUST AND SPRAY 

In applying insecticidal dusts in the garden, the 
following general recommendations are offered as a 
result of practical tests, says Alan G. Dustan, Division 
of Entomology, Dominion Department of Agriculture: 
(1) select a duster suitable to the size of the plot to be 
treated; (2) apply most dusts in the early morning or 
late evening when the plants are wet with dew; (3) dust 
when the air is calm; (4) cover the plants thoroughly, 
both the upper and lower surfaces of the leaves; (5) 
apply at the rate of about 35-50 pounds to each acre 
treated. Nicotine dusts, to be most effective, should be 
applied when the air temperature is about 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the shade, or higher. 

In the avplication of sprays from small sprayers 
which are not equipped with a suitable agitator, it is 
important to keep the material stirred almost continu- 
ally during the operation. Insecticides and fungicides 
being heavier than water tend to settle and drop to the 
bottom of the spray tank, Without proper agitation, 
this results in an uneven distribution of the materials 
and may even cause burning of the foliage when the 
spray at the bottom of the tank is applied.

TOMATOES CONTAIN 
MUCH VITAMIN C 

The outstanding value of the tomato in nutrition is 
due largely to its vitamin C (ascorbic acid) content. 
On the average, a fresh, ripe, summer-grown tomato 
should contain about 25 milligrams of vitamin © in 
each 342 ounces of whole tomato. One small tomato 
would supply around one-third of the recommended 
daily adult allowance of vitamin C. Four to 4% ounces 
of properly canned tomatoes or tomato juice would sup- 
ply a similar amount. However, analyses of tomatoes 
from different sources show that they vary widely in 


their vitamin content, says C. C. Strachan, Dominion _ 


Experimental Station, Summerland, B.C. 

The variation in vitamin C. content of tomatoes 
depends on several factors, notably variety. 

Climate, that is, heat and especially light, can 
greatly modify the vitamin content of any variety. Dull, 
cool, rainy weather, particularly at ripening time, re- 
sults in fruit of low vitamin content. Tomatoes harv- 
ested late in the autumn tend to be low in vitamin con- 
tent. Also those grown under glass during the winter 
months have only abou’ one-third the vitamin C con- 
tent of summer grown tomatoes. 

Fertilizers appear to have little effect on the vita- 
min C content of tomatoes although they have a sharp 
effect on the yield. Neither does the soil seem to play 
much of a role so far as vitamin content is concerned. 

In experiments conducted at the Experimental 
Station, Summerland, the following varieties were found 
to have a high vitamin C content: Signet, Clark’s Early, 
Sugawara, Earlina 8040, Master Marglobe and Stokes- 
dale. Of these varieties Clark’s Early and Sugawara are 
grown extensively in the Okanagan Valley and adjacent 
areas. Earlina 8040 is an early maturing ‘variety. suit- 
ble for use in short season districts, whereas Master 
Marglobe and Stokesdale are comparatively late matur- 
ing varieties requiring a long growing season. Dee gees

cessive spring. While seed so obtained may often be 
satisfactory that is not a practice which should be fol- 
lowed indefinitely. following this plan in past years 
has led many farmers to the conclusion that a change 
of seed periodically is desirable. 

Generally speaking, it is good practice for the aver- 
age farmer to secure periodically a few bushels of Regis- 
tered Seed of the highest quality obtainable and of the 
variety which he has reason to believe is well suited to 
his farm. Information as to sources of supply of such 
seed may be had from the district representative or 
from an Experimental Farm. 

The necessity of securing new seed periodically 
may be greatly reduced if farmers would sow their new- 
ly acquired registered seed ina block or field by itself, 
This field should be in a particularly good state of cul- 
tivation and reasona/oly fertile. Care should then be 
taken to keep the crops from becoming mixed during 
the threshing aid storing operations,

War In Europe Won't End Until 


August 17—Jap War To Last 
* Four Years After That 


Landon, May 16 (PNS)—There's 
one man in England who has @ 
kind of benign contempt for those 
misguided souls who think the war 
in Europe ended on May 9th. 

He is Basil Shackleton, the man 
who even scientists admit can look 
into the future, His date is Aug- 
ust 17th, and he’s going to stick to 
it. 


It was four years ago that 
Shackleton went into conference 
with himself and came out with 
the prediction that the European 
war would end August 17, 1945. 

Then the Big Three up and an- 
nounced V-E Day as May 8th, 

Shackleton wants to know, “So 


what?” 
“You know what these big pow- 
ers are like,” Shackleton says. 


“They just pick a convenient day 
and call it V-Day.” 

“The Russians still are fight- 
ing,” he points out. “Trieste is a 
trouble spot.” 

The implication is clear. Shackle- 
ton says his prediction of V-E Day 
by August 17th means absolute 
peace, not just the formal ending 
of hostilities, and_there are many 
who took his prediction seriously. 

For the last two years Shackle- 
ton has been under observation of 
London scientists who claim he 
has made the first authentic ex- 
cursion into the future. Their be- 
lief, unscientific as it may seem, 
came about this way. 

Shackleton was placed in one 
room. Another man sat looking at 
pictures several rooms removed 
from the mind reader. The scien- 
tific wonder happened. Shackleton 
named the pictures even before the 
man saw the pictures. 

And Shackleton has answered 
the question most asked since the 
V-B Day: “When will the war in 
the Pacific end?” 

His answer was, “The war with 
Japan will last four years from the 
end of this one.” 


Confident to the very end, 
Shackleton added: 

“And this one, I repeat, will 
end August 17th.

Montreal, May 16, (BUP) — A 
staff writer for the Montreal 
Gazette says that testimony to be 
presented to the Royal Commission: 
in Halifax will show V-E day riots 
were set off by a small group of 
Navy men, who held a personal 
grudge against the clty.

The Saving 


OTTAWA, May 15: How a tiny 
metal tube, and a Canadian-devel- 
oped drug named heparin have en- 
abled front line surgeons of the 
Canadian Army to save Many arms 
and legs from amputation, was re- 
vealed today by the Department 
of National Defence. 

The tube, tucked into the open 
ends of a severed artery and se- 
curely tied in place, makes it pos- 
sible to maintain emergency cir- 
culation for days in that part of 
the limb beyond the injury. The 
limbs can thus be saved, literally, 
“from certain death” until such 
time as a lessening in the stream 
of casualties, and an improyement 
in the general condition of the 
wounded soldier permit the sur- 
geon to perform the tedious oper- 
ation necessary to effect perman- 
ent repair, 

Heparin, which made this limb- 
saving technique possible, is a sub- 
stance derived from liver and used 
to prevent the coagulation of 
blood. Until Canadian research 
doctors at’ Connaugh Laboratories, 
Toronto, succeeded in purifying 
heparin, blood clots, forming at 
the juncture of the tube and art- 
ery, made this new technique too 
impracticable for front line use. 
“To fully appreciate the value of 
this development,” sald Colonel R. 
I. Harris, consultant in surgery at 
Army Medical headquarters, “it 
should be remembered that when 
an artery is severed all that part 
of the limb beyond the injury is 
cut off - from - its blood. supply. 
Flesh _ cannot live long without 
plood, and—unless something has 
been done quickly to restore cir- 
culation—degeneration will be so 
far advanced in a matter of hours 
as to demand amputation. During 
the last war, for example, count- 
jess hundreds of amputations were 
made necessary by wounds which, 
though trifling in themselves, had 
resulted in the severance of an 
artery. 

“mm repairing arteries severed by 
war’ wounds the surgeon's task is 
greatly complicated by the added 
problems of infection and shock. 
The wounded man {s usually in no

condition to stand the prolonged 
operation nécessary to splice or 
sew together the severed artery, 
nor has the front lne surgeon, 
swamped with incoming casualties, 
the time to spare for such an ex- 
acting job. 

“Yet, to leave the limb, with 
the artery tled off and circulation 
at a standstill beyond the wound, 
would be to invite decomposition, 
gangrene and eyventually—amputa- 
tion. 


“Today, however, with heparin 


to prevent blood clotting, the blood | 


supply can quickly be restored by 
inserting the ends of a metal 
(occasionally glass) tube into the 
open ends of the sévered artery. 

“After an Intérval of a few days, 
during which time the wounded 
man's shock has been countered by 
penicillin or sulpha drugs and the 
rush of casualties has  dwindied, 
the surgeon’ can tackle the pain- 
staking job of permanent repair 
under conditions much more favor- 
able to successful recovery. 

“To do this, he has but to tie off 
the artery on both sides of the 
wound, remove the tube and sew 


together the severed ends—or—if 


a piece of the artery has been com- 
pletely torn out, fill’ in-the result= 
ing gap by splicing in a section of 
yein taken from another part of 
the patient’s limb. To prevent 


coagulation at the juncturés of 
the newly grafted section, heparin

The idea of using metal: tul 
as emergency “connectors” for 5 
vered arteries was introduced by 
a French surgeon, Marin Theodore 
Tuftier, 1887-1920. Clotting occur- 
red in these early attempts, how- 
evere, so the period of useful func- 
tion was too short to be of much 
practical value. It wasn't until 
Canadian research doctors succeed 
ed in purifying heparin and de- 
yeloping it to its present effective- 
ness, that the clotting problem. 
was overcome and the new tach- 
nique, which has done so much to 
keep down the numbr of Canada’s

We accept, as a 
prime responsibility of Govern- 
ment, the definite assurance of 
work for all who are able to work. 
Further, we shall enact a modern 
Labour Code, guarantecing the 
worker full rights of free nssocia- 
tion and collective bargaining. 
This legislation will speed up settle- 
ment of dsputes, A full time labor 
relations board will be established 
with equal representation from 
Management and labour. One of 
the labour representatives will be 
a woman. In addition we shall 
insist upon equal pay for equal 
work as well as vacations with pay 
and pay for statutory holidays.

Mr. McNevin’s address is repro- 
duced in these columns for the 
benefit of Post readers who may 
wish to study the features thereof. 

Textually it is as follows: 


“As an assurance to the mem-: 


bers of Canada that our people 
are deeply appreciative of their 
contribution to the winning of the 
war the Government has estab- 
lished a Department of Veterans’ 
Affairs which has been, charged 
with the immediate 
and control of matters pertaining 
to or affecting war veterans. 

“With the war in Europe ended 
our first thought naturally turns 
to the wives and children of those 
who have lost their ves while on 
active service. These dependents 
are eligible for pensions sufficient 
to provide an adequate standard 
of living. Pensions are also pay- 
able in cases of Veterans who have 
been maimed or disabled while in 
the services. These pensions are 
not subject to income taxes. 

“All veterans are entitled to free 
medical care so that their health 
be restored to better fit them for 
civilian occupations. For a pen- 
Sionable disability all service per- 
sonnel are entitled to free medical 
care and hospitalization. In cases 
of need those who have served in | 
an active theatre of war are pro- 
vided with medical care required 
for causes not connected with 
their service. 

What immediately follows repre- 
sents highlights of the Govern- 
ment’s War Service Grants- Act, 
passed during the 1944 session of 
Parliament, 

“There are two main classes of 
benefits available to members of 
the Canadian armed forces after 
discharge, First, there are cash 
payments; second, there are finan- 
cial and other readjustment bene- 
fits which will help them to return 
to civilian life. There are three 
kinds of cash payments—the war 
service gratuity, the rehabilitation 
grant, and the clothing allowance. 
There are two kinds of financial 
and readjustment benefits—provi- 
sion to supply low-cost money for 
investment purposes on long terms 
and benefits in terms of training 
or low-cost land. Let me deal with 
each of these five kinds of bene- 
fits separately though briefly. | 
“All members of Canada’s naval, 
military and air force who have 
been on active service during the 
present war, elther overseas or in 


the Aleutian Islands, and who 
have been honorably discharged, 
are entitled to the war service 


gratuity. This means they will re- 
ceive a basic gratuity of $7.50 for 
every month for service in the 
Western Hemisphere, and $15.00 
for every month for service in the 
Aleutian Islands or overseas. 

“For example, if a man who has 
served two years in the Western 
Hemisphere and two years oyer- | 
seas, his basic gratuity will be 
$540; or if he has served one ‘year 
{n the Western Hemisphere and 
four years overseas, his basic gra- | 
tuity will be $810, 

“Thesides the basic gratuity, the 
war service gratuity includes pay 
and allowances, That is, for every 
half year of service overseas or in 
the Aleutian Islands, the volunteer , 
will receive seven days’ pay: allow- 
ances.

benefits and privileges apply. not 
only to men in the three Armed 
Forces but also to women. There 
is no discrimination. 

It is the aim of the Liberal Goy- 
ernment not only to honor and 
assist {individual Canadians who 
have risked their lives for the fut- 
ure of their.country but also to 
help them build that country into 
a more progressive, prosperous, and 
freer land, filled with opportuni- 
ties for individual initiative and 
enterprise.

“Prior to the outbreak of war 34 |, 
countries had established the pay- 
ment of Family Allowances—be- 
ginning with France in 1918, Bel- 
gium in 1924, followed by Russia 
and most other European nations. 
These allowances are not intended 
to substitute for wages—they come 
as a supplement to the present o° 
future wages rates and represent 
Ja real attack upon poverty and 
want. 

“The following authorities may 
be cited in support of the principle 
of Family Allowances: Lord Keneys 
—noted British economist, stated 
that he did not belfeve England 
could attain full employment. after 
the war without adpoting a family 
allowance scheme. Sir William 
Beyerage, who is considered the 
world's greatest living economist, 
had this to say on page 120 of his 
now famous report: “No satisfac- 
tory scheme of social security can 
be devised unless it includes the 
payment of children’s allowances 
for children up to the age of 15, 
or if in full time education up to 
the age of 16. 4 

“In addition to these outstand- 
ling authorities the International 
Labour Conference which was held 
at Philadelphia in 1944 unamin- 
ously approved of the principle of 
paying allowances for children. 
“The analysis of those Canadians 
gainfully employed shows that of 
the total 50 per cent are single; of 
| those remaining approximately 40 
per cent are married persons who 
have no children sixteen years ‘of 
age or under, An additional 40 per 
cent are married persons with only 
one child under 16 years; therefore 
20 per cent of those gainfully em- 
| ployed have the responsibility of 
nourishing, housing, clothing, edu= 
cating and caring for 84 per cent 
of the children of the nation, 

“It is time that some recognition 
were given by the state to the end

that more equal . opportunity be 
available to the. youth of our 
country. 

“Probably the most frequent’ 


asked question concerns the rela~ 
tionship of family allowances and 
income tax credits for the same 
children. 

“When the Family Allowance Act 
was passed parliament approved 
the principle that there should be 
no duplication ‘of benefits by way 
of Family Allowances and income 
tax credits. 

“The Family Allowance Act was 
designed primarily to help equalize 
opportunities for children of par- 
ents of low incomes and it is natur- 
ally the low income group which 
receives the maximum benefits. 
| Parents having of $1200 and under 
will benefit in full; Heads a fami- 
lies having incomes of more than 
$1200 and not over $3000 will bene- 
j fit in part while heads a families 
having more than $3000 income 
will not benefit at all from Family 
Allowances, This I think you will 
agree is as it should be, 

“What follows will indicate what 
benefits you will derive under this 
legislation, We all belong to one 
| of the three Income tax groups and 
;.as I mention these groups you 
can tell to which of the three you 
belong. 

First; there ts the group with | 
| incomes of less than 1200, Families 
jin this group will benefit by the 
full amount of the family allow- 
ance they receive. At the other 
end of the scale are those whose 
incomes are over §3000, They will 
retain their full income tax credits 
| for children if they do not receive 
|family dllowances, As long as 
their incomes are in excess of 
$3000 they do not benefit from 
family allowances. Their tax cre- 
| dits will be reduced by the full 
amount of any family allowances 
they receive but even they can ap- 
ply for family allowances to pro- 
tect themselves against possible 
decreases In income, 

“We now come to the class whose 
incomes are between $1200 and 
$3000. They benefit in part from 
family allowances but {in several 
cases the amount of family allow- 
ances received will be greater, and 
in most cases much greater than 
the adjustment in their income 
{ax which is necessary to: elimin- 
ate duplication.

THE TWO GREY QUEENS % 

‘Since the spring of 1940, the Cunard White Star 
Line's two great, grey Queens, Mary and Blizabeth, have _ 
steamed over 950.000 miles—the equivalent of 38 jour- 
neys round the world—carrying 1,250,000 fighting men 
of the United States. 

When the war broke out in Europe, the ‘Queen 
Mary’ was outward-bound to the United States from 
Southhampton. All through the autumn and winter 
she lay in New York while her wartime role was being 
debated, 

The ‘Queen Elizabeth, launched in September, 
1938, was meanwhile being completed at Clydebank. Her 
presence there caused the Government much anxiety, 
for not only did she present a sitting target to enemy 
planes, thus endangering the entire shipyard, but her 
vast hull took uv space that was needed urgently for 
other work. In February, 1940, the Admiralty request- 
ed that she should leave the Clyde at the earliest pos- 
sible date and “remain away from the British Isles,” It 
was decided to send her to New York. 

For security reasons, the impression was given 
that the ‘Queen Wlizabeth’ was to sail from the Clyde to 
Southhampton to be dry-docked. To give colour to the 
story, arrangements were made in Southhampton for 
a graving dock to be prepared and a crew was signed on 
for the coastwise journey. Three days later, following 
her trials off the Clyde, shore leave was stopped and the 
crew was told that the ship’s real destination was not 
Southampton but the United States. Soon afterwards 
she arrived safely in New York, to berth alongside the 
‘Queen Mary’. 

The wartime partnership of the ‘Queens’ as troop 
transports began in the spring of 1941, Their massive 
grey hulls became famliar sights from Sydney to Suez, 
in Africa, Arabia and Rio de Janeiro, Then, with the 
entry of the United States into the war, they began their 
long service as transports for American troops. 

: On recent voyages from America to the United 
Kingdom each vessel has carried an average of 15,000 
United States soldiers-corresponding in numbers to an 
Army division--on every trip, Britain renders these 
shipping services under reverse lend-lease, without any 
cash payment by the United States.

Tongue And Horse-Radish Mould 

Here is a salad loaf to try out on 
the weekend guests, for it can be 
made ahead of time and whisked 
out of the refrigerator and on the 
table in a jiffy, It is Tongue and 
Horse-Radish Loaf: Use 1 large 
or 2 small cooked smoked tongues 
or canned tongue, and you'll need 
2 or 3 large jars. If # fresh one 
is your meat, ‘wash and cook it 
slowly in unsalted water until very 
tender. Takes three to four hours. 
Skin the tongue and chill. (This 
deass with fresh tongue). The 
canned is ready for use, Cut part 
of the tongue into thin slices for 
lining mould. Put the rest through 
the food chopper, using the med- 
{um knife, You'll need 5 cups chop- 
ped tongue. Add 1 cup of finely 
minced celery, 4 cup horse-radish, 
4 teaspoons of prepared mustard 
and 1% cups mayonnaise, Mix 
thoroughly. Salt to taste. Soften 3 
envelopes of unflavored gelatine in 
% cup of cold water and dissolve 
over boiling water. Cool to luke- 
warm and add to the tongue mix- 
ture. And mix well. Line the sides 
of the mould with over-lapping 
slices of tongue. Be sure and have 
a mould with smooth sides, Fill 
the mould with the mixture. Ohill 
untl set--overnight 1s your best 
bet. When ready to serve it, un- 
mould and serve on a nice bed of 
greens and’ garnish as suits your 
fancy. Halved stuffed eggs are 
nice--and a fruit garnish is deluxe! 
This recipe makes « large mould 
of meat.

Strawberry Honey Punch 
Having a wedding at your house? 
Here {s a Strawberry Honey Punch 
that would be nice for any occa- 
sion. Bring three cups strawber- 
ries to a boil with 6 cups of water. 
Cook two minutes, Strain the juice 
through a ‘cloth, Cool and chill. 
‘Also prepare a simple syrup for 
sweetening the punch. To 1 quart 
of water, add 1% cups sugar, 1% 
cups of honey and some strips of 
peel cut from 1 orange and 1 
\jemon. Mix well, bring to # boll 
and cook five minutes. Cool and 
store in the refrigerator until 
needed. Add to the strained straw~ 
berry juice, 2 cups strained lemon 
juice, Take the peel out of the 
honey-and-sugar syrup, ‘Add ice 
cubes when punch is ready to serve 
or it will become too thin, Put 
lemon slices and mint leaves in 
the bowl for looks, One large piece 
of ice in the bowl ts better than 
cubes, for the punch’s sake, But 
sult yourself, This is a grand sugar 
sayer, too!

Output Of 
Butter Up 
In Victoria 


A sizeable increase in butter pro- 
duction prevailing throughout the 
Province during April th reported. 

Victoria County made a parti- 
cularly good showing with compar- 
ative figures as follows: Output 
during four months ending April 
1944; 409,679 bs.; four months 
ending April 1045, 428,120° 1bs,, or 
an incrcease of 16,441 lbs for the 
four months, In April 1944, 137,- 
084 Ibs, were produced as against 
162,724 lbs, for the same month 
this year, for a gain of 20,640 lbs. 
on the month. 

The overall pleture is presented 
below as contained in the monthly 
dairy report. 

The produetion of creamery but- 
ter in Ontarlo during April 
amounted ti 6,072,600 pounds, re- 
presenting an increase of 9.3 per 
cent over April 1944, when the out- 
put amounted to 5,557,200 pounds. 

Out put was up in every. section 
of the province. For this compari- 
son production in Southern Ontarlo 
increased from 1.061,100 pounds .to 
1,222,500; in Western Ontario from 
2,509,000 to 2,727,800 pounds; in 
Central Ontarlo from 1,055,600 to 
1,111,800 pounds; in Eastern On- 
tario from 665,800 to 733,500 pounds 
and in Northern Ontario from 
265,700 to 276,900 pounds. 

The cumulative production of 
creamery butter for the first four 
months of 1945 now totals 18,735,- 
000 pounds as against 17,018,000 
pounds in the same period of last 
year, or an inoerase of 10-1 per 
cent. 

Cheddar cheese production shows: 
an increase oyer the leyel of a year 
ago. The April output, tor Ontario 
is reported at 6,502,300 pounds as 
against 5,399,700 pounds in April 
1944, an increase of 20.4 per cent. 

The quantity manufactured by 
districts increased in Southern On- 
tario from 1,129,600 pounds to 1- 
386,300; in Western Ontario from 
538,600 to 696,500; Central Ontarlo 
from 386,300 to 511,000; Eastern 
Ontario from 3,284,300 to 3,899,300; 
and in Northern Ontario from 61,- 
100 to 69,200 pounds.

To Sound Farming Policy Laid Down 


Of keen Interest to the farmers 
of Victoria and Haliburton, is the 
followisg radio address, ‘delivered | 
by Mr. Bruce McNeyin, MP., on 
Saturday last. 


In his clear cut, concise manner, | 


Mr. McNevin presents a thorough 
and easily understood picture of 
the farming industry, both now and 
in the future, as it applies to Can- 
ada. 


Quoting the speaker, he said: 
“It may have taken a war to 
demonstrate Canada’s full produc- 
tivity from the land, byt back of 
the tremendous 
raising of foodstuffs during the 
wartime has been a sound farm- 
{ng policy laid down by the Lib- 
eral Administration. 
‘Now comes peace, or partial 
peace. With it comes the realiza- 
tion that adjustments are neces- 
sary in the disposition of our ex- 
port stocks. True, there is a half- 
starved and economically upset 
Europe to consider, and the fact 
that Canadian produce will feed 
hungry millions in Allied lands. 
“But look beyond that toward 
the day when European agriculture 
becomes stabilized and these Cana- 
dian emergency rations will not be 
essential in such great quantities. | 


“The Liberal Government is look- | 


ing to the immediate future, for 
the restoration of Europe is one of 
our priority concerns, but it Js also 
looking further ahead, to the time 
when competitive agriculture will 
re-appear throughout the globe. 
“In March, 1940, when the Lib- 
eral Government was re-elected, it 
was faced with the realization that | 
Canadian agriculture was facing 
its greatest challenge of all time. | 
Canada was looked upon as the 
granary of the United Nations, | 
just as it- was to become the 
training field for airpower, and aj 
great arsenal for the Allied cause. | 
“I need hardly remind you of 
Canada's response. It was: pheno- 
menal. With manpower cut through 
heavy enlistments, the gross in- | 


tome of the Canadian farmer in 
1944 hit an all-time high of $1,817, 
millions. 

“Contrast that to 1935, when the 
Liberals were returned to’ power. 


Canada’s farm income 
$500 “millions. Over’ half of that 
total was from exports. Through | 
the medium of new trade agree- | 
ment, sales abroad were incredsed 
over 10 per cent and food consump- | 
tion at home so greatly encouraged | 
that in 1939 the gross Income was 
Stepped -up 45 per cent--to $722 
millions. During the subsequent | 
Years of war, the increase has been 
over a billion dollars.

WARNING TO BUYERS 
OF SEED POTATORS- 

Wartime gardeners and anyone else buying potatoes 
for use as seed should see that. such potatoes when of- 
fered for sale are in containers of 10, 15 or 25 pounds 
with the dealer’s name attached giving the grade, var- 
ity and the certificate number of the grower. The retail 
dealer must have & permit from the Dominion Plant 
Protection Division, Ottawa, to repackage seed pota- 
toes, states the Dominion Deaprtment of Agriculture, 

This is required by an Order of the Minister of Agri- 
culture pssed on’ September 12, 1944. The purpose of 
this Order is to insure that wartime gardeners and 
others who buy seed potatoes actually receive them and 
that they get the value for the extra price paid as com- 
pared with table potatoes. 

The Department points out that not all potatoes 
are suitable for seed. The certified product is practially 
ore com diseases which cause reduction in yield and 
quality. i 
CANADA NOW EXPORTS 
VEGETABLE SEEDS 

Since the war began Canada has changed from an 
importer of vegetable seeds to a fairly substantial ex- 
porter. This has been due largely to the policy intro- 
duced early in the war by the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture under which selected growers have been en- 
couraged by the assurance that the Agricultural sup- 
plies Board would buy, at a stated price, all sarplus 
that could not be sold through normal Canadian chan- 
nels. The different services of the Department have 
given practical assistance and co-operation to the grow- 
ers.

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Liberal Candidate For Riding Speaks 
On The Problems Of Taxation In Ontario 


The following highly factical 
address was delivered by Mr. S, C. 
(Cliff) Benson, Liberal candidate 
for Victoria-Haliburton in the 
coming Provincial election, on Fri- 
day -last. 


“It is my Intention at this time 
to discuss with you some of the 
problems of taxation as we hear a 
great deal at this time about the 
benefits received through the fin- 
ancial policies of the Drew admin- 
istration. Allow me to say at the 
start that I have been connected 
with Municipal work for quite a 
number of years and realize the 
affect of excess taxation on real 
estate. Back in the 1930's it was 
evident to most of us that real 
estate had reached its. limit and 
was over-burdened by taxation. At 
that time all representations to 
the Conservative party in power 
were of no avail, until in 1934 the 
Liberal Government under the lea- 
dership of the Hon. M. F, Hepburn 
was elected to power. On assuming 
power, with a full knowledge that: 
relief of the heavy burden of ¢ax- 
ation was essential’ he immediately 
implemented - policies that have 
been. far reaching in, their effect. 
on the county tax rate and muni- 
cipal tax rate as well. The town- 
ship road subsidy of municipalities 
was increased from 40 per cent to 
60 per cent and some even as high 
as 80 per cent. This increase 
means a great deal to the tax rate 
of the municipalities who were 
struggling under a heavy tax rate 
and poor road conditions and 
amounted to over $2,640,00 of ‘in- 
creased grants to the’ municipali- 
ties of this Province. They also 
assumed an additional 10 per cent, 
of the maintance and construction 
of country roads which resulted in 
a. greatly improved condition of 
country roads and also a savings 
to the counties in the Province 
of Ontario of $1,240,500, Previous to 
the Hepburn Administration the 
counties were responsible for 20 
per cent of the expenditure of the 
King’s Highways. On assuming of- 
fice they accepted responsibility 
for the full cost of Provincial 
Highways, but were called second- 
ary roads of which we haye many 
miles throughout the northern part 
of Victoria and also in the county 


King's Highways made a savings 
to the counties within this Pro- 
vince of seventeen million, one 
| hundred. and ninety-two thousand 
dollars, and I may say that, if this 
course had not been followed, the 
county of Victoria would have been 
under a debenture debt today 
which would have staggered the 
imagination of its residents, 


“Further more, at that time 15 
per cent of the cost of OLD AGE 
PENSION was’ chargeable to the 
local municipalities. The Hepburn 
administration assumed this 15 
| per cent, meaning a further reduc- 
tion of almost seven million’ dol- 
lars. ‘The Hepburn’ administration 
was the prime mover ‘in “securing 
| PENSIONS FOR THE BLIND 
which meant a further Provincial 
expenditure of over one hundred 
and forty-five thousand dollars, 
As ‘a further relief, the Hepburn 
administration granted all muni- 
cipalities their first municipal sub- 
sidy on the general tax rate which 
meant a reduction in municipal 
taxation of twenty-one million, 
five hundred and sixty-four thou- 
sand dollars, 


“In the administration of MOTH- 
ER’S ALLOWANCE, the munici- 
palities were responsible for 50 per 
cent of the cost. involved. The 
(Hepburn Administration again. as- 
|sumed full responsibility for this 
large amount which meant another |

paper. The immediate de- 
mands of the Armed Forces are as 
imperative as ever and we must 
now take into consideration the 
future requirements of the liber- 
ated countries. Containers are 


needed which can only be furnish- | 


ed if waste paper in sufficient 
quantity is made available to the 
mills for their manufacture, 


“Waste Paper, therefore, is still 
Canada’s war material shortage 
and I appeal as in the past for 
your continued and wholehearted 
support in that regard until final 
victory has been achieved.”

mum. There is no claim hear that 
the $25.00 is a fair wage, It is 
only the floor beneath which wages 
will be permitted to fall, With the 
basis rate for women as it stands 
today, there appears be too wide 
a spread between that figure and 
$25.00 for men, With this in mind, 
the Liberal Government considers 
that an upward adjustment in 
the women's minimum, which var- 
les according to the size of the 
municipaljty, is long over-due, I 
cannot emphasize too strongly that 
the minimum wage for men gives 
the first major break to the un- 
organized workers, who actually 
constitutes a majority of labour 
and in our case within. this riding, 
comprise, with few exceptions, the 
whole labour class.
